On Wednesday, December 22nd, 
Governor Reagan gave California's 
motorcycle fraternity what I feel was a 
great Christmas present when he signed 
AB 2342 into law. Although this new 
law has been explained in this column 
several times, it does impose new and 
additional requirements upon 
motorcyclists. I want to report on this 
new law to ensure that everyone is 
familiar with its many provisions. 
BACKGROUND INFO 

It was obvious from the activities of 
adverse pressure groups, that the 
legislature would enact some form of 
legislation to provide a means of placing 
identification plates, similar to license 
plates, on off-road vehicles. To make 
such an identification program effective, 
it was also necessary to institute a 
registration and record-keeping 
program. The ‘opposition’ caused 
several registration and identification 
bills to be introduced. These proposals 
also imposed strict laws for the 
operation of ORV's and used the 
resultant registration fees for ORV law 
enforcement. 

The ОКУ enthusiasts and the 
motorcycle industry countered with 
their own bill which also requires 
registration and identification, but 
specifies that the resultant fees be used 
for program administration and the 
development and operation of off-road 
vehicle parks and trail systems. 

There is no doubt that had we not 
been prepared with our own bill as an 
alternative, one of the more restrictive 
‘enforcement bills’ would have been 
enacted. As it turned out, the adverse 
bills were ‘killed’ and our bill (AB2342) 
was approved. 

GENERAL SPECIFICS AND WHERE 
THE MONEY GOES 

The bill is too lengthy to reproduce 
in its entirety. The following is a capsule 
version of the major features; 

On and after July 1, 1972, all 

1. Unlicensed ORV's which аге 
operated on public lands must be 
certified (registered) with the 
Department Of Motor Vehicles. 

2. The DMV will issue certificates of 
ownership and maintain records of 
ownership, which should prove to be a 
deterrent to theft of ORV’s. 

3. The DMV ‘will issue safe 
identification plates or decals to be 
physically attached to the ORV’s. 
Exactly what kind isn’t decided yet. 

4. New ORV’s sold after July 1, 
1972, will be certified with the DMV by 
the dealer at the time of sale. __ 

5. Subsequent resales of ORV's will 
be certified with the DMV by the 
purchaser. б 

6. Certification will be renewable 
every two years fora fee of $15. 

7. The distribution of the $15 fee will 
be: 

a. $5 will go to the DMV for 
administration of the program. 

b. $4 will be returned to the 
city/county of residence as an in-lieu 
tax. The in-lieu tax prevents the city or 
county from levying a personal property 
tax upon the ORV. The city or county 
may use the resultant funds for 
management of their ORV facilities or 
for controlling the operation of ORV’s 
in restricted or prohibited areas. 

c. The remaining $6 will be placed in 
an Off-Highway Vehicle Fund which 
will be administered by the State Parks 
and Recreation Department. These 
funds will be distributed as follows: 

(1) 50% of the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Fund will be used by the State Parks 
and Recreation Department to acquire, 
develop, and operate large ORV 
recreational areas and ORV trail systems 
throughout California. 

(2) The remaining 50% of the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Fund will be 
allocated on the basis of statewide need 
to local governments (cities and 
counties) to develop local ORV 
recreational areas and ORV trail 
systems. The cities and counties must 
pay 25% of the cost of such facilities, 
however, the $4 in-lieu tax (previously 
mentioned) сап be used for this 
purpose, also. 

8. There will be a separate accounting 
of funds by vehicle type and the ORV 


facilities will be financed on the basis of 
that ratio. For example, the fees 
collected for motorcycles and 
motor-driven cycles will be used only 
for motorcycle and motor-driven cycle 
areas and trails, whereas the fees 
collected for dune buggies, ATV’s and 
4WD vehicles will be used for separate 
areas and trails. 

9. New ORV’s manufactured after 
January 1, 1972 are subject to the 
following noise limitations* 

After Jan. 1, 1972, but before January

10. Every ORV subject to the new 
law shall be equipped at all times with 
an adequate muffler which is in 
constant operation and properly 
maintained to meet the requirements set 
forth is sub-paragraph 9 above. 
However, the muffler requirement does 
not apply to organized sanctioned 
racing or competitive events held upon 
closed courses or under permit. 

11. The new law adds some 
additional red-tape not always 
heretofore experienced when buying 
and selling ORV’s. However, the new 
requirements are not more difficult than 
the present requirements for ‘licensed’ 
vehicles. In fact, the requirements are 
nearly identical. In this respect, there 
are forfeiture and penalty fees for late 
certification which are are identical to 
those for late registration of 
street-licensed vehicles. 

12. The Department of Motor 
Vehicles will issue complete instructions 
and forms to dealers prior to the July 1, 
1972 implementation date. It is not 
unlikely that the DMV will also conduct 
Dealer Seminars throughout the state 
prior to July 1, 1972. 

13. The new law does not apply to all 
unlicensed off-road vehicles. It 
specifically exempts: 

a. Motor vehicles operated solely on 
the private property of their owner or 
on the private property of another, with 
the express consent of the owner or 
tenant of such property or used solely 
upon commercially operated facilities 
for such use. 

b. Motor vehicles being operated off 
the highways in an organized racing or 
competitive event upon a closed course 
and which is conducted under the 
auspices of a recognized sanctioning 
body, or by permit issued by the local 
governmental authority having 
jurisdiction. 

c. Motor vehicles owned by the state, 
or any county, city, district, or political 
subdivision of the state, or the United 
States. 

d. Motor vehicles owned or operated 
by, or operated under contract with a 
utility, whether privately or publicly 
owned, when used for construction, 
repair, or survey of utilities. 

e. Street licensed vehicles, including 
dealer plates. 

14, At present, it is illegal to move an 
unlicensed vehicle upon any street, 
highway, sidewalk, or related right of 
way, even if it is pushed and the vehicle 
has been disabled by removing the spark 
plugs. The new law allows ORV’s, when 
properly certified and identified, to: 

a. Be operated or driven upon a 
highway only for the purpose of 
crossing the highway. 

b. Be moved by nonmechanical 
(manual) means adjacent to a street or 
highway only for the purpose of gaining 
access to, or returning from, areas 
designed for the operation of ORV’s, 
when no other route is available. This 
will allow unlicensed operators to push 
their mini-bikes and motorcycles on 
sidewalks and highway shoulders to 
prescribed riding areas. 

c. Be towed by a street licensed 
vehicle. 

ADDITIONAL COMMENTS 

The ORV recreation areas and ORV 
trail systems developed under this new 
law will be in addition to continued use 
of existing areas and multiple-use trail 
systems. It has never been the intent 
that ORV use will be relegated only to

the established areas. “ы, 
The enactment of this new law is 
only one of several steps which must be 


taken to gain full and rightful 
recognition of the recreational needs of 
ORV enthusiasts, 

1. The first step was the passage of a 
law in 19 hich brought the first 
recognition and legal acceptance of 
ОКУ” as legitimate users of the public 
lands. We have to go through this first 
step to legally establish that such a thing 
as an ORV even exists. It was quite 
similar to having a birth certificate to 
prove that you were born. 

2. The second step was the passage of 
AB 2342 which provides the features 
mentioned previously. 

3. The next step will be the passage 
of a Там in- 1972 to. place а 
proportionate amount of gas sales taxes 
removed from the gas tax fund for 
highway construction and maintenance 
and added to the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Fund as a bonus. This was an additional 
advantage of registering the ORV's, 
because to obtain the gas tax refunds, 
we must first know the number of 
unlicensed vehicles which are involved. 

Another important element which 
should not be overlooked is that of 
*matching federal funds' for purposes of 
outdoor recreation. Under federal law, 
each state is entitled to obtain federal 
funds on a 50% basis until certain 
maximum limits are reached. For 
example, California has a limit of 20 
million dollars in 1972. Provided that 
California spends 40 million dollars, or 
more, on outdoor recreation, the federal 
government will give California a grant 
of 20 million dollars. Of the 20 million 
dollars, 10 million is retained by the 
State to be used for statewide, outdoor, 
recreation projects. The remaining 10 
million dollars is distributed to cities 
and counties (based upon priority of 
need) for their outdoor recreation 
projects. It is highly probably that some 
of the matching federal funds will find 
their way into the Off-Highway Vehicle 
Fund, both at the state and local 
government levels. The exact amount 
cannot be determined at this time, but 
it should constitute a substantial ‘boost’ 
to the fund. 

FINANCIAL ASPECTS 

The people who have most closely 
worked with the new law during the 
past two years, have realized from the 
outset that there will be many persons 


who will complain bitterly about paying . 


a fee of $7.50 per year for a place to 
legally operate their ORV. 
Notwithstanding that ORV enthusiasts 
have avoided registration and licensing 
fees for many years, these complainers 
are most likely the same persons who 
have repeatedly said, "I'd give a 
hundred dollars to have a place to ride 
without being hassled". 

It should be noted that this proposed 
law has been repeatedly reported and 
discussed in the ORV trade papers and 
personally presented to organized clubs 
and groups throughout California for 
two years. Although ^ given the 
opportunity to criticize the plan many 
times, there has yet to be one person 
who didn't agree that it was a good idea, 
once they knew the facts. 

Upon examination, a person receives 
the following values for their $7.50 
annual fee: 

1. $3.00. from basic registration fee. 

2. $3.50 gas tax refund (based upon 
estimated 50 gallons per year at 7f per 
gallon). 

3. $2.00 from in-lieu tax. 

4. $3.00 (possibly) from matching 
federal funds. 

This reveals a tangible benefit of a 
minimum $6.50 and a maximum of 
$11.50 for each $7.50 fee. But, we 


shouldn't overlook the intangible 
benefits: 

E Theft deterrent through 
registration. 


2. Ready identification of those who 
are endangering our sport through 
purposely negligent actions. 

3. Moving our ORV’s across, and 
adjacent to, streets and highways. 

4. А greatly improved image of 


motorcycling. 
5. Places to operate without 
harassment. 
6. Accurate count of ORV 
population. 


And for those who still don’t feel 
that they have gotten a bargain, one 
final "thought". Without this law, you 
would be faced with a law which took 
your $15.00 and used it solely to 
enforce the laws which would have 
eliminated the continued operation of 
ORV's.

Mustangs; CBS; the 
last big undiscovered 


mass entertainment

As promised last week, when we 


ripped the lid off political 
participation, land use and trail 
riding in 1972, here are more 
chapters in the American 
Experience which will unfold for 
motorcycle likers in the current 
year: 

Media will be taking a closer look 
at what we've got. Whether much 
of what the radio, the video and 
the press will see, they use, 
nevertheless they'll be evaluating 
motorcycling in their own ways. 
Evel Knievel says “motorcycle 
racing is the last big undiscovered 
mass entertainment." Now that 
media have exhausted all the 
available phenomenons, they are 
turning to us. 

In a way, I’ve been dreading this 
happening. The too-sudden glare of 
bigtime publicity can blind the men 
in the spotlight. At the same time, I 
relish the inevitable discovery of 
this last big mass entertainment 
because it is more exciting than 
football, goes deeper than rock 
music, is artsier than the Galloping 
Gourmet and generally better than 
anything else media has ever 
grappled with. 

Now that the Columbia 
Broadcasting System owns Cycle 
World magazine, you can bet that 
another network will be camping 
on our courses. Half-a-dozen books 
(the same “beginner” bilge) are 
being written about motorcycling 
for the major publishers, so perhaps 
it is really starting to happen at last. 
I hope motorcycling is ready for it. 

I know that we are ready for the 
next item coming in 1972 — anew 
American motorcycle 
manufacturer, or two, or three. 

Circle Industries President Jim 
Oakes, who purchased the dormant 
Mustang Motor Company last year, 
says he plans to manufacture the 
torquey 35Qcc four-stroke engine 
and possibly the complete Mustang 
motorcycle this year. For a bargain 
price of $12,000 Oakes got all but 
one of the dies to make the engine; 
the tool to make the block was 
broken up by a slavager before 
Oakes could rescue it. “The 
Mustang’s build something like an 
Offenhauser,” Oakes explains, 
“with the cylinder and crankcase in 
one piece.’’ That’s the part he’s 
lacking. Except for engine blocks, 
Circle has enough parts to assemble 
200 engines and 99 motorcycles. 
New tooling for the block is now 
being built. 

The Mustang was designed to be 
either OHV or sidevalve, depending 
on the head fitted, and in the hands 
of Walt Fulton II, it scored some 
impressive grand prix and TT 
victories in the  1950's. Bike 
builders looking for an American 
engine to fit in their frames should 
place their orders with Circle 
Industries early, for there's bound 
to be a big demand. 

My offer in a recent column to 
coordinate communications 
between readers interested in 
promotion of a new all-American 
motorcycle factory brought in a 
number of letters from readers with 
money to invest, and suggestions of 
people whose talents should be 
tapped. But no designers, metal 
casters, etc. Surely out there in 
CycleNewsLand are some dreamers 
of things in alloy and steel? I hate 
to think that mechanically-gifted 
Americans are all too busy making 
other things to dream of new U.S. 
machines. 

The motorcycle is an idea whose 
time has come. Must it be that all 
the ideas have to come from 
overseas? What new design would 
sell for under $2,000 in a quantity 
of, say, 1,000 a year and leave the 
manufacturer a profit? What new 
manufacturing techniques could be 
employed for higher quality, lower 
cost? Write me, if you know. 
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back in the

running literally wheel to wheel 
throughout both motos. Walker was 
able to run just on the other side of that 
proverbial “ragged edge” several times 
and that seemed to make the difference. 
DaCosta has been consistently placing 
well in the last few races and should be 
destined for the Amateur ranks shortly. 

The absence of notable regulars, 
Cranke, Stockman and Powell, in the 
250 Expert class was readily evident, 
but the spectators received an equally 
good showing by three other regulars 
who took up the cause and put on a 
strong display of intight riding. Jerry 
Johnson, Pat Legge and Martin Towne 
set a fast pace from the start of both 
motos, leaving the field far to the rear. 
The overall winner was still in doubt 
right up to the closing moments of the 
final moto.

and besides Grossi, several other riders 
appeared on the scene with new 
mounts. Most notable was: Ron Self, 
who has left his Ajay to ride a new 
model Maico out of Trophy Cycles in 
Mountain View. Most notable, because 
Ron gave Grossi one helluva good 
show in the second Open Expert moto 
after running second to Grossi in the 
first moto. 

Having won that first moto on the 
fly, it was expected that Grossi would 
once again leave the gang waiting at the 
station door in the second moto. But it 
didn't come so easy for the Brookdale 
Flash, as he got off to a very poor start 
and then banged his leg heavily as the 
pack careened down the straight we 
shall evermore know as the 
“washboard”, it having come close to 
cleaning laundry for many riders, 
including myself. 

Grossi opted to lay back a bit and get 
it all together on, the first lap, the 
methodically and rapidly, as rapid 
anyway as this kid can look, worked 
himself up towards the front where Self 
and Bruce Kelly were having a heated go 
of it. Self was thoroughly enjoying 
himself on the new Maico and picked up 
the pace a bit with each lap. Grossi, 
however, was cutting a quicker path to 
the door and by lap four had Kelly and 
was pushing Self. With the pressure on, 
Self finally left the door open on lap six 
and just as quickly Grossi was gone. 

It is no discredit to Self for having 
fallen under the pressure as Grossi really 
put it on him and the two riders were 
never more than a bike or two apart for 
two full rounds of the course. Self is 
rapidly picking up experience in the 
Expert ranks, and with his pair of strong 
seconds on a new rig he must. be 
considered one of the more potential 
threats in the MRA’s upcoming Gold 
Cup Winter Series. 

Another rider to make the switch for 
the new year is Rob Willis, formerly 
seen about these parts on a sporadic 
Ajay, now sporting the pink to a new 


Husky. The combination works well and - 


Willis pulled in a very convincing win in 
the first 250 Novice II race, but had his 
debut spoiled by a broken coil wire in 
the second. Willis didn't go away dry, 
however, as he now claims title to the 
altitude record for the re-vamped track. 

Perhaps the most hotly contested 
class of the day was the 250 Novice Div. 
I, with Rick Walker and Dan DaCosta

With riding land being as difficult as it is 
to find, the thought of riding a hare 
scrambles over rough terrain on a three 
mile course within 20 minutes of 
downtown San Francisco seems 
downright insane. Truth of the matter 
is, the Richmond Ramblers Motorcycle 
Club grounds are only about 15 miles 
away from San Francisco over the Bay 
and is within sight when one gets to the 
top of one of the surrounding hills at Pt.

For quite some period of time the 
land was not to be used because of 
litigation by surrounding owners but 
enough pressure was asserted by club 
members and legal elements to regain 
the use of the land some four months 
ago and so the club has been running 
events in hopes of establishing itself as 
one of the leading clubs of District No.

The 
first figure over the top was Lackey on 
the CZ and that was the end of the first 
place competition as Mann had some 
trouble starting and was about five 
minutes behind at the end of the first 
lap. The field became quite strung out 
on the first lap although there were 
some good Experts who kept up a good 
pace. 

As the course was laid out, the fastest 
way to the two checks (at least that’s all 
I hit) were by following the course. A 
liberal amount of red kept everyone 
from going too far astray although the 
wind did blow some of the green 
around. This proved to be no problem 
as after the first lap all were quite 
familiar with the layout. Due to the 
steepness of the surrounding area, it is 
hard to get off the track because one 
would find oneself in deep trouble if 
one got too far out of the way. 

The best parts seemed to be the steep 
uphill on the backside in which you 
changed gears on the way up — at least 
those that went fast changed gears on 
the way up. I would plod along in 
second on my ancient Montadero while 
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Dick Mann would go by in second, third 
and fourth, on the rear wheel. 

At one juncture, I stopped to shoot a 
few shots on my super Instamatic and 
tried at the same time to figure out who 
was doing what to whom. The only 
thing I could really get to was that 
Lackey was leading and Mann was 
second although I missed him 
somewhere on the road back, or maybe 
I wasn’t on the right road back. At any 
rate, after only a few laps, I retired to 
the Lucky stand and proceeded to tell 
one and all how great the course was 
and how it realy wasn’t that tough. All 
the while guys were dragging bodies and 
bikes in. 

For the most part it was 
well-organized and when the sweep was 
made after three hours, no one was 
found laying in any great heaps. The 
club, as usual, is one of the best around 
and even with Bugs Mann saying that 
the run was too long and got boring at 
the end, it was a lot of fun. 

With Lackey winning the Open 
Expert by a ton, Jerry Parsons was quite 
noticeable on a 500 MX BSA (or was 
that a dressed up Victor?)

THE CASH OF ‘71 

The 1971 Grand National 
Championship year was highlighted not 
only by increased attendance at each 


event, but prize money and 
contingencies. : 
Of the season’s 21 National 


Championships, more than $300,000 
was paid in purse money alone. In 
addition, contingencies paid during the 
year brought the prize money total to 
well over $350,000. 

An additional $31,010 was also 
available to the top 10 riders from the 
1971 Rider Point Fund. Money for the 
fund is collected from pre and post 
entries and a percentage of the purse, 
paid by the promoter. At the end of the 
year, 10 percent is paid to the number 
one rider, with the balance distributed 
on the basis of points earned:

Habeck elected to go a little 
out of his way and make use of a dirt 
road while McMannus blasted through 
the sagebrush. Both were mounted on 
400 Huskies. At the end of lap one, 58 
minutes later, it was Seattle school 
teacher Habeck in the lead. Four 
minutes behind him was 125 DKW rider 
Tom Robinson, followed by Brian 
Eastburn (Mai), Ray Crawford riding a 
250 Husky and not far behind was Steve 
Stotesbury riding a Poweroll 
Performance 125 Honda.

MARIN COUNTY, CAL., Jan. 9, 1972 
— What do you call it when you havea 
good trail motorcycle, live in a fine 
country of woods and creeks and 
seasons that change and yet cannot 
ride? Not at all. Nowhere within 100 
miles or more. If that's not hell, it'll do 
until the real thing comes along. But 
that was the state of the trail riders in 
Marin County, Calif., for two solid 
years. 

Marin County lies just to the north of 
San Francisco, between the ocean and 
the mountains. It is fertile agricultural 
land, a land of vineyards not unlike 
northern Italy but it was,in danger of 
being “developed” by the purveyers of 
suburbia. Fortunately some of the 
ecologically minded people in the area 
managed to get some much needed help 
from the government. Farmers who 
resisted the developers gold would 
receive some aid in the form of a tax 
exemption as an “agricultural preserve,” 
but only under the condition that they 
remained as legitimate farmers. No 
farmer wanted to risk his tax exemption 
by leasing or renting to motorcyclists 
whom the government might consider 
to be incompatible with farming. 

To add to the heat, Marin County 
passed an ordinance effectively 
prohibiting off-road motorcycling. 
Motorcyclists had two choices: hang up 
their helmets or take their bikes to a 
different county. This state of affairs 
lasted two whole years. 

But the cyclists of Marin County 
were not idle during that time. They 


kept their association together and 
worked for some relief on several fronts. 
Finally after an endless series of 
meetings with the Zoning 
Administrator, the Planning 
Commission and the Board of

Supervisors, they managed to have 
motorcycling declared a compatible 
farming use along with horses, hunting 
and fishing. This classification meant 
that farmers who allowed motorcyclists 
to use their land would not lose their 
tax exemption. They still didn't have 
any land but they had cleared a legal 
path. 

They next raised enough money to be 
able to talk to landowners in a mutually 
understood tongue: cold cash. After 
talks with many different farmers who 
had suitable land, they were finally able 
to conclude a deal on a trial basis. They 
were able to use the land of Alvin 
Gambonini some 1400 acres, for a sum 
of $5,000 a year. 

Mr. Gambonini did not enter into the 
agreement without some fear. He didn't 
know what the cyclist would do to his 
land. His was a working farm, complete 
with all the animals normally found on 
a farm. No doubt he had visions of 
riders playing cowboy with one of his 
prize bulls. 

The cyclists were naturally overjoyed 
at having a place to ride again and they 
have treated their new home with the 
respect that only those who have been 
homeless have learned. Riders ride only 
on the trails; they don't cut up hillsides 
at will They ride only with quiet 
mufflers. They have a grassy picnic area 
on which no one rides. It is a beautiful 
place to ride and it looks like it just 
might stay that way. 

The Marin County Motorcycle 
Association was primarily a racing club 
before Marin County was closed. They 
hosted the famous China Camp Hare

Jim decided a factory ride might be 
a real help to his racing career after 
the Atlanta National at Holiday Downs 
in April of 1970, He had bought him- 
self a new XR that year and since the 
machine was fairly new and Harley had 
had little time to experiment, his bike 
was on an even par with those of the 
factory-sponsored riders. Before the 
race, Jim decided that he’d merely 
try to keep himself and the bike to- 
gether and to finish as respectably 
as he could without getting in too deep. 
However, about the half-way point, he 
noticed he was gaining on the leaders 
and his bike could run with any of 
them out there. He got on the gas 
and moved up to fourth before the 
flag ended it all. Jim thinks he could’ve 
won it with a little more time. 

Then came the Sunday after the 
Louisville National in 1972 when Bart 
Markel loaned Jimmy his Factory XR 
for that afternoon’s race, Harley, over 
the past year had been experimenting 
and adding here and taking away there 


and the resulting XR was a bit more . 


beefy than the stock model Jim had 
been riding. Just how much more juice 
Jim discovered as he blasted around 
the oval that day. When it was all over 
Jim handed Bart his bike and said 
quietly,*‘It’s got twenty more horses 
than mine.” 

Like any other young man who had 
decided he wants to be a big-time fact- 
ory rider, 28-year-old Jimmy Maness 
is familiar with the long and often 
discouraging road to the kind of pro- 
minence and proficiency that causes 
heads to nod among the men who pull 
the purse strings in manufacturer’s 
racing departments, Along the curbs 
of that well-travelled road are the cuts, 
scrapes, bruises and broken bones that 
advertise the afternoon when somebody 
punched you down, you swerved to miss 
a fallen buddy, or you just rode too 
far over your head and it caught up 
with you. The road’s also littered with 
helmets, face shields, gloves maybe 
a tattered pair of leathers, speeding 
tickets, gasoline tickets and gobs upon 
gobs of money in the form of twisted, 
worn and broken motorcycle parts. You 
win a warehouse full of trophies, occas- 
ionally some money, meet every racer 
buff in your region and you keep loadin’ 
that tired bike and your hopes into the 
van every weekend and strike out for 
another roulette game across town or 
across the country. 

Jimmy Maness swung a skinny right 
leg over a motorcycle in Augusta when 
he was sixteen years old. He liked 
it. But it was just a fun way to travel 
then. It wasn’t going to interfere with 
the hours and hours he spent at a local 
skating rink polishing and repolishing 
his roller skating skills. 

So, first he became a phenomenally 
good skater, then he started doing things 
like riding a unicycle seven miles at 
a stretch, and just to amuse himself 
and fill his spare time, he took to trav-

eling to Alabama, his home state, and 
collecting trophies with his spunky little 
125 Honda, A gradual switch ensued -- 
no longer did he think of riding motor- 
cycles as a pleasant way to increase 
his balance for roller skating. Now 
he was skating and unicycling cross 
country to develop that gyroscopic sense 
he has that can keep him on his machine 
and in control in some of the hair- 
iest flat track situations you ever hope 
to lay your eyes on. 

Accordingly shy Jimmy Maness was 
crowned Southeastern States Champ of 
the 175cc class scrambles in 1966. He 
took the title with a win at Augusta’s 
track and he did it on the same little 
Honda that had been reaping trophies 
as though they were wheat stalks at 
harvest time. Jimmy really had the bug 
now; a year before he had gotten his 
novice license and had been sporting 
number 61L on his Honda and the Sprint 
he'd started riding for Richard Sanders' 
Harley-Davidson dealership in Mobile, 
Ala. The string of victories and small, 
but significant titles (Gulf Coast Champ 
-1964, Alabama State Champ-1964 &'65) 
began to infect Jim withanirrepressible 
desire to be a real racer. 

Talking with Jimmy you gather right 
away that national stardom and the chance 
to be a hero for aspiring racers and race 
groupies were not motivating forces 
in his decision to race, Nor was he 
luredinto a professional commitment to 
racing by the fact that it's now possible 
to get rich riding motorcycles. Rather, 
Jimmy was drawn into racing by the 
same crass circumstance that, twisted 
some other way, might have made him 
a carpenter, mechanic or architect. 
Circumstances dumped Jimmy into cycle 
racing and somewhere deep inside there’s 
that personality quirk that surfaced to 
drive him intoserious motorcycle racing 


and a driving ambition to be one of the 
best. 

It might seem, then, that once his 
mind was made up, there was little 
elso to do but race, race, race,- 
show up in enough places to win enough 
events with a flashy enough style and 
he’s home free,well-known and loved 
racer-hero floating in adulation and 
big bills. But there are still obstacles 
and a big one for Jimmy came in the 


form of a ''Greetings" from Uncle 
Sam in May of 1967. 

Now some people let the Army really 
dominate their lives, but Jim's head 
just couldn't be bent around. He was 
a racer and apparently saw no reason 
why being a competent soldier should 
interfer with his being a more-than- 
competent racer, Consequently, the week- 
end passes that freed most of the G, Ps 
to go into town and drink booze or 
relax freed Jimmy to buzz from Ft, 
Knox, Ky., to Augusta where he’d gather 
up his gear and take off toa race nearby. 

After a tour in Viet Nam Jimmy 
was discharged from the service and 
was able once again to devote full time 
to racing. It had been five months 
since he’d raced when AMA Expert 
number 61L unloaded his bike and parts at 
the famous oval in Daytona. With a 
scant two weeks’ practice, none of which 
was in actual competition, Jimmy re- 
covered most of what the years had 
taught him and took a fourth in the 
Feature on Friday night. He backed that 
up Saturday night with a fifth place, 
Off his usual winning pace,but not bad 
considering the rust. 

Jimmy had to work to support his 
habit. It’s not that his getting out of the 
Army and two weeks later taking fourth 
place at Daytona’s short track is the 
highlight, or even one of the highlights, 
of Jimmy’s career. This guy has amas- 
sed over the years a string of vict- 
ories and titles at some of the most 
prestigious tracks in the East, And to 
dirt track fans throughout the South, 
he’s not much short of legendary. The 
veteran pros, riders who’ve been at it 
for years, who have ridden and won 
on nearly every significant track in the 
country and who have that godsend factory 
contract, know it when Jimmy’s on the 
line with them - in 1970, the first year 
that Jimmy was able to be 100% racer 
with no side jobs or other major hassles, 
only five racers were able to take the 
checkers before him in the half-mile, 

This past season was to have been 
“the one?’ for Jim. With plans of follow- 
ing the National circuit and spreading 
his reputation, Jim felt 1971 would see 
a contract with Harley-Davidson in the 
works, Things were looking good until 
June 18, That night, the night before 
the National at Terre Haute, Indiana,

Jim went down on the half-mile in near- 
by Princeton, where he holds the track 
qualifying record. A crushed sternum 
laid him up in the hospital for 18 days, 
After another week of recupperating, 
Jim decided he was fit again so he packed 
off to Lavonia on the eighth of August 
to try and make up for his absence, 

He added a few miles last year to 
that long, long road to the factory ride 
and the chance to really go all out. 
Along the way, he left the usual scrapes 
and fractures and a few more XR parts, 
but he picked up something, too. Along

even more enthusiasm and determination. 
He won't say much about it, but 
it'll show when he puts on those hot- 
pink leathers and wheels up to the line. 
Jim says he's going to do it in '72. 
And if he does. . . .what then? May- 
be he'll be one of those laughing, joking, 
devil-may-care Hollywood type Super 
Stars. But it’s a metamorphosis we 
don’t anticipate, for the simple reason 
that the real Jimmy Maness has al- 
ready emerged.

VALENCIA, CAL , Jan. 16, 1972 — Jim 
Wilson buzzed his CZ to two straight 
wins — a total racing time of 40 minutes 
— during today’s Open Senior contest at 
Indian Dunes Park. 

In the first moto for the grouping, it 
was Wilson all of the way as he tossed 
dirt and other debris at Tim Hart (Mai), 
Bob Hershey (CZ), Jim West (Hus) and 
Gary Jones (Yam). 

The second heat, however, was not 
quite so easy. Hart ducked in behind the 
leader, Wilson, while Hershey was 
running in the next spot and Jones was 
chipping away at West and a super-quick 
Jim Cooke, who was determined to put 
his CZ into Victory Lane. 

Within five laps, Wilson and Hart, 
each pushing the other, had established 
an immense amount of open daylight 
between themselves and the rest of the 
Open crew. Then, on lap eight, Hart 
unleashed a fierce charge which he had 
hoped would carry him on to a win. But 
that’s not what happened. 

While bouncing through the sandy 
whoop-de-doos, Hart found himself 
with fantastic throttle action, but a 
terrain in which he just couldn’t get it 
to the ground. More out of control than 
not, the Maico jockey got buried in the 
source of all of his problems by 
Hershey, Jones and West before he was 
finally able to get the machinery to 
full-bore once more. 

The top National racer from the 
Trans-AMA series did, however, finish 
fourth, thereby salvaging an overall, first 
runner-up spot behind Wilson. 

In the 250cc Senior slugfest, an event 
which marked West German rider 
Werner Schutz’s final ride in America, 
Hart collected his revenge. In this one, 
he whipped Wilson, among others. 

Hart gained the win in the first heat 
for the bunch. Schutz, Bill Payne (Tex 
Meyers’ protege on a Maico), Wilson and 
AJS rattler, Doug Grant, finished far to 
the rear of the Maico marauder. But the 
second moto was hell on wheels. 

The black flag came out at the 
conclusion of the first lap. Bill Payne 
had a broken foot; Dave Rodgers 
unloaded from his Bultaco, again 
tweaking his shoulder; Wayne Sullivan 
slid into the fence and had the air 
knocked from him; and the “Buena 
Park Bombshell,” Tom Rapp, did a 
spectacular endo to end all endos, and 
was badly bruised in the process. And 
not one of the many accidents was 
related to any of the others. 

Upon the restart of the heat, Schutz 
got the victory and a tie for the day’s 
overall with Hart. Finishing behind the 
front two were Wilson, Ron DeSoto 
(Mai) and Eddie Cole (Bul). 

Chuck Bower sailed his Penton to a 
1-9 score in the two motos for the 
125cc Seniors, while defeating Rapp 
(who also fell in the first heat for this 
division), Terry Clark on the Harley, 
Ken Zahrt, who was the 1971 Indian 
Dunes Senior champion, and Néwhall's 
Steve Merkel, who was mounted on still 
another Bultaco. 

Art McNamee (Mon), Paul Clark 
(Mon) and J.L. Siebrandt (Gre) were all 
winners for the three classes of 
Old-Timers. 

Junior-ranked victors were: Kerry 
Beaman (Yam) 100cc; Randy Stubbs 
(Bul) and John Fenton (Pen) 125cc; Jim 
Cunningham (CZ) and Dick Nolte (CZ) 
250cc; and Jerry Beaman (CZ) Open 
class.

1,000 THRILL TO TT SCRAMBLES AT PERRIS

PERRIS, CAL., Jan. 1972 — Side 
hacks, 17 of them. Riders: 316 of them. 
Spectators, more than 700 of them. It 
all tallied up to the largest D-37 TT 
point race held at the Perris Motorcycle 
Recreation Center in more than five 
years. The job of putting the rest of the 
day together fell to the promoting club, 
the Lightweights M.C. with cooperation 
from track owner Jerry Burton. Jerry is 
an old hand at doing these things, but 
the Lightweights M.C. is a very new club 
with not too many point runs under 
their belt. 

As it turned out, they didn’t need 
any help as they ran the record number 
of competitors through their events in a 
little over seven hours. Jerry took 
advantage of a few breaks to re-surface 
the track. 

When we got there in the morning the 
track looked like Van Buren Blvd. 
without the Botts Dots. The track is 
wide enough at even the narrowest 
point to allow three side hacks to charge 
into it side by side and still have room 
to make minor mid-course corrections. 
The speeds which the track saw today 
were beyond imagination. Many riders 
were seen scurrying around looking for 
higher gearing. One thing is for sure, to

ride this track and win, you need a fast 
machine and enough hair to turn the 
throttle all the way on. 

The starting system used is somewhat 
unique, and once it was gotten used to 
cause a minimum of problems. Starting 
sequence is from a flashing red light to a 
constant yellow to a green. First time 
out a few riders had a tendency to go on 
the yellow. 

Well, it was Scott Smith and Bob 
Hosford in the 125 Expert motos. Scott 
sailed to exciting wins with T & O 
Yamaha team rider and Number 1 
Lightweight Hosford in hot pursuit. 
John Rice, who was out of work early 
last week with an injured ankle suffered 
at Adelanto, stuck his foot into a hole 
during the second moto and was forced 
to sit out the remainder of the 
Lightweight contest. Later in the day, 
John rode his Maico in the 500 Expert 
moto but it was apparent that 
something was bothering him. 

Jeff Coleman jumped to the lead of 
the second 100 Expert moto and held it 
through the sweeper into the Big S. He 
hit a soft spot or something and started 
to high side. His entire body lifted away 
from the machine. In this awkward 
position he managed to save the bike 
but had trouble coming down. He 






landed on the ground to the right of the 
bike, but still had both hands on the 
grips. Forward momentum dragged him 
to his knees and along with the bike for 
several feet, Jeff was not about to let go 
as he felt he could save it. Riders were 
dodging both to the right and left of 
him. Just when it seemed that he could 
save it another 100cc’er slid into him, 
knocking his feet out from under him 
and messing up the whole thing. 

Only two Powder Puffers showed up 
with their “bikes today (not enough to 
make a class) so they decided to ride 
with the boys. Debbi Jones made the 
100 Novice Main Event and Pam Bales 
made third in the 125 Amateur class. 

Charles Soderstrom rode his 200 Ossa 
like it was a JAP or Jawa. His ability to 
take a class C bike and ride it class A is 
somewhat overwhelming. Charles rode 
to a commanding lead over rival 200 
Experts. 

Bob Hosford and Steve Nichols 
grabbed 250 Expert heat wins. Steve 
secured a lead in the Main Event to 
which he was not about to let go. 
Danny Hockie made a valiant effort to 
get him, but Steve came across the 
finish line so fast that I was unable to 
get a picture of him. Hosford went 
down during practice and sheared the 
front hub. He rode and won the heat 
race but finished behind the likes of 
Nichols, Hockie and Gann in the Main. 

Side Hacks? Two classes of hacks. Bet 
that's all the hacks in the whole Side 
Hack Association. Maybe in the whole 
U.S. of A. What can you say. When the 
hacks run, everyone stops what they're 
doing and watches. The 500cc Main 
provided thrill a minute action with lead 
changes and tight action through the 
race. For the first time that I can 
remember, Whal and Hudspith were 
second best. The team of Parti and 
Jamison hung in there to win it with 
Bell and Bellows thundering in for third. 

The hack 650 Main saw Person and 
Darby on a Kawasaki powered sled 
capture the win with an outstanding 
exhibition of teamwork. 

Feature race of the day has to go to 
the 500cc Expert division. From the 





beginning it seemed to- be between 
Redding and Sexton. Kirk Redding won 
the same class two weeks ago at Elsinore 
(C.N. erroniously reported Vic Hannon 
winning that one) and looked like he 
could do it again. 

First moto and they're off. Sexton is 
after Redding but Kirk seems to be too 
fast. Jeff charged out of the pack and in 
no time is right on Kirk's heels. Kirk 
fends off attack afterattack to maintain 
the lead right into the final straight 
where Jeff charges by for the win. 

Second moto and they're off. Sexton 
is again after Redding. It's Maico after 
Maico. Jeff starts to close and on the 
white flag lap it looks like he can do it. 
As they come out of the final sweeper 
down the straight; it's Redding in total 
command with Sexton putting across 
for an easy second while fiddling with 
his clutch controls. 

It's the third and final moto with Jeff 
and Kirk tied for the lead. They're off, 
Redding grabbs the jump and leads out 
of the sweeper when he starts to go over 
the high side. Sexton slips under him. 
Redding, somehow save it and falls in 
with the pack. Jeff rides like a man 
possessed. He rides with his feet on the 
pegs as much as possible and when he 
slides he seems to transfer the weight to 
the rear tire and drives even harder. He 
goes faster and faster. Kirk is out of the 
pack and after Jeff but there's no way. 
Jeff wins the third moto and the 500 
Expert class overall. 

The lights came on during the final 
laps of the Open Novice, third moto, 
and the Open Expert third moto was 
the only race to be completely run 
under the lights. 

The track was the fastest I have ever 
seen it, the riders were neat guys (and 
girls) and the Lightweight M.C. did a 
good job. What more can one ask for? 

The Lightweight M.C. report that the 
sidehacks will be more than welcome at 
all five rough scrambles to be held at 
Adelanto next month. Also, they need 
six or more Powder Puffers to make a 
class. The Adelanto course is really not 
that hard.

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DeSoto 
Sits on Lion

WILMINGTON, CAL., Jan. 14, 1972 — 
As the headline says, John DeSoto did 
sit on the lion, twisted his tail — flicked 
his nose, and rode him to a standstill. 
The Aloha Kid proved to a full house of 
riders and spectators that he is indeed 
“Billy the Kid” of SoCal motocrossers. 

John won all three of the.500 Expert 
motos with such ease, and with so much 
style that if there were any unitiated 
fans or riders watching, they have to 
think that motocross is an easy gig. 

The pattern for each moto was 
identical, DeSoto working for the lead 
into the first turn, Tim Hart and Bill 
Payne staying close for the first lap, 
then DeSoto would open a huge gap 
between himself and Hart, with Hart 
doing much the same to Payne. Hart 
and Payne did try, they gave it all they 
had until it was obvious that DeSoto 
wasn't going to pull any strange 
numbers.

INDIO, CAL., Jan. 9, 1972 — In the low 
desert a mobile city arrived. Campers, 
trailers, vans and motorhomes disgorged 
their cargoes of dirt bikes, glittering in 
the sun. The desert was new again after 
the winter rain. I felt as if I were the 
first man to see it, smooth and virgin 
like a snowy meadow. 

Over 800 entries buzzed off in 
groups, minute by minute for a 
100-mile ride laid out by Ed Wight and 
his California Enduro Riders Associates. 
Many local Trials experts were entered, 
in training for the 6- -Days trype of trials 
riding which is the coming thing. 

The course was two loops and mild, 
alternating 5, 8 and 12-mile sections of 
sandwash, dirt road, rockbeds сапа 
rabbit trails. It was as easy as a hare 
scrambles course, which it will be Feb. 6 
when Dingus Watkins hosts the Ist 
annual Nostalgia Run (Palm Springs 
100) on the very same route for all the 
retired desert tigers such as Bud Ekins, 
Vern Hancock, Charlie Hockie, etc. 
CERA always starts their enduro year 
easy like this, so as not to tarnish the 


new Xmas toys and allow for the riders' 
flaccid condition. 

Arriving too late to enter after a wild 
night of motorcycle meetings at the 
Long Beach Show, I won Wight’s 
permission to ride the second loop on 
condition of noting the numbers of the 
broken down entrants I found stranded 
along the way. Course marking was still 
intact even after some 800 riders had 
passed. It was nearly impossible to get 
lost. I concentrated on improving my 
sandwash technique and discovered that 
by pulling back evenly on the 
handlebars, holding the front wheel 
straight, my control stayed perfect. Why 
didn't somebody tell me this ten years 
ago? For the first time I truly enjoyed 
riding deep sand. 

About a dozen riders were discovered 
in various states of disrepair, waiting for 
their friends to fetch them out of the 
desert. Night came early while the 
pickup crews probed the shadowed 
sands with flashlights.
